The  teacher  labored  earnestly  and  faithfully  in  the  discharge  of  her 
arduous  duties.  The  closing  examination  of  the  summer  term  was 
largely  attended  by  parents  and  friends.  The  closing  exercises  were 
particularly  interesting  and  instructive.  The  examination  of  the 
second  term  showed  thorough  and  practical  improvement.  Whole 
number  of  scholars,  first  term,  42  ;  average  attendance.

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

In  the  foregoing  report  I  have  endeavored  to  represent  each  school 
as  it  appeared  when  visited. 

The  teachers  for  the  year,  with  one  exception,  have  had  more  or  less 
experience,  and  have  labored  earnestly  for  the  interest  of  their  respec- 
tive schools,  and  with  a  good  degree  of  success.  In  some  districts  the 
same  teachers  have  been  employed,  as  in  previous  terms,  a  wise  and 
economic  plan,  for  diflferent  teachers  have  different  methods  of  teach- 
ing, and  it  necessarily  takes  time  for  teacher  and  pupils  to  become 
accustoined  to  each  other.  There  has  been  no  disturbance  to  interrupt 
the  harmony  of  any  school  during  the  year.  As  a  rule  there  seemed 
to  be  a  mutual  feeling  of  love  and  good-will  existing  between  teachers 
and  pupils,  and  in  several  instances  the  scholars  have  expressed  their 
love  and  respect  for  their  teachers  by  presenting  them  with  some  fitting 
tribute  of  their  esteem  at  the  close  of  the  term. 

In  closing,  permit  me  to  express  my  thanks  to  parents  and  citizens, 
teachers  and  pupils,  for  the  kindness  and  courtesy  shown  me  during 
the  past  year.
